FLOOD CONTROL & IRRIGATION ; 
Lake Ariton nearer being a reality

Approximately 150 people attend- 
ed the first annual meeting of the 
Choctawhatchee-Pea Rivers Conser- 
vancy held August 28th in Geneva, 
Alabama. 

, The meeting began at the Robert 
Fowler memorial Park at the con- 
“Junction of the Choctawhatchee and 
Pea Rivers in Geneva, The business 
session of the meeting was conduct- 
ed at the Geneva County Farm Cen- 
ter, 

Several dignitaries were on hand 
for the event including U. S, Senator 
Howell Heflin and representatives 
from the offices of U.S. Senator 
Shelby and U. S. Congressman Bill 
Dickinson. A large number of other 
local and state office holders were 
also present at the meeting. The City 
of Elba had representatives at the 
meeting. 

Sen. Heflin told the group gath- 
ered at the river that the dream of 
building a large lake near Ariton, Al- 
abama is moving closer to becoming 
a reality. 

The Choctawhatchee-Pea Rivers 
Conservancy was organized to plan 
and development the water resources 
of the Choctawhatchee and Pea Riv- 
er basins in a comprehensive man- 
ner. The Conservancy's goals for 
these basins include providing im- 
provements in the interest of flood 
control, water quality, municipal, in- 
dustrial and agricultural water sup- 
ply, drought management, hydroe- 
lectric power, fish and wildlife 
enhancement and other allied water 
resource purposes. One of the main 
projects of the Conservancy would 
call for the construction of a dam 
and large lake near Ariton that 
would serve to help in realizing 
many of these goals. 

"We have gone through drastic 


changes in this area where we have 
floods and then drought and this 
points out the unpredictability of the 
weather and what might happen," 
Heflin said. "We feel like we can get 
the dam built and have Lake Aviton. 
As we look to the future it's coming 
through more and more that we need 
more water for irrigation, but we 
also need flood control," he said. 
The water resource committee of 
the United States Congress and the 
appropriations committee have re- 
cently set aside $400,000 to the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers to begin 
the study of the Choctawhatchee-Pea 
River basins and an _ additional 
$260,000 has been set aside for the 
Soil and Water Conservation District 
to begin their study of these basins. 
Upon acceptance by President Bush, 
these funds should then be available 


for the Corps of Engineers to begin 
their studies of these projects which 
are the goals of the Conservancy. 

"We've seen the damage that can 
occur from flooding by the disaster 
in Elba and these facts are now be- 
fore the Corps of Engineers. We are 
delighted that the state legislators are 
all interested in trying to help with 
this in every way possible," Heflin 
said. "We will be working to try © 
make this Lake Ariton a reality." 

Representatives from the U. S. 
Army Corps of Engineers and from 
the Soil and Water Conservation 
Districts across southeast Alabama 
and north Florida were also present 
at the meeting. The U. S. Army 
Corps of Engineers and the Soil and 
Water Services will be working to- 
gether on the study of the river ba- 
sins. 


New Brockton City Hall

A new lighting system is to be in- 
stalled along with a false ceiling, 
new air conditioning ducts. Also, the 
council chamber will be made larger 
and the walls in the water depart- 
ment, first aid room, bath rooms and 
new walls will be painted. 

Repairs on the roof have just re- 
cently been completed. 

Coffee County's new Emergency 
Management Agency director, Char- 


lie Webb was introduced to the 
councilmen by Mayor Jim Driskell. 

Webb told the council that he was 
looking forward to working for the 
people of Coffee County and he 
hoped to have a working plan in 
place for the county in the very near 
future. 

He told the councilmen that he 
would be making progress reports to 
Mayor Driskell, the other mayors in 
the county and Commission Chair- 
man Billy Eagerton on a monthly b /- 
sis if they wished to monitor the 
work being done by him.

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Miller Memorial Stadium 
deemed safe by engineers

Tiger Stadium was and is now 
safe for fans to watch the Elba Ti- 
gers player football in this fall. 

According to Elba Schools’ Su- 
perintendent Charles Pearce, the fa- 
cility was inspected in March, right 
after the flood, by Davis Engincering 
Company, Clark Hardware & Con- 
struction Company of Red Level 
(the contractor that built, the stadi- 
um), and Perry Taylor - State Archi- 
tect. All three inspectors found the 
stadium to be safe for occupancy for 
home football games. 

"The only area mentioned in any 
report that we have ‘received, " said 
Pearce, "has been the void under the 
sidewalk in front of the home side 
bleachers." 

On August 8, Mr. Gordon Davis, 
P.E., of Davis Engineering was 
asked to return to Elba and re- 
examine the stadium again. He did 
so and his report states that the stadi- 
um is still in the same condition as it 
was in March with no apparent set- 
tlement since the flood. 

His findings also confirmed that 
the sidewalk should be checked 
again for voids and if any are found 
they should be corrected. 

Davis' report ended by stating: "It

The City of Elba 
garbage pick-up 
schedule is new

Garbage pick-up schedules in the 
City of Elba will change effective 
September 10th. 

With the use of the new contain- 
ers being furnished by the garbage 
pick up contractor, citizens will get 
one day a week garbage service. 


This was part of the new contract: 


signed several weeks ago and was 
part of negotiations to postpone an 
increase in garbage fees. 

Households which have been get- 
ting Monday garbage pick-up will 
now get Thursday pickup, along 
with the regular Thursday custom- 
ers, 

Former Tuesday pick-up custom- 
ers will will join Friday customers in 
getting their garbage removed. 

There will be no Monday or 
Tuesday garbage pick-ups. 

Also all household garbage must 
be placed in the plastic, roller 
mounted green containers presently 
being placed at each home. No gar- 
bage will be removed unless it is in 
these containers. 

Commercial pick-up will be 
changed, but each commercial ac- 
count will be contacted personally to 
explain and set up the new schedule. 


Structural deficiencies exist in the 
stadium structure at this time. We 
have no evidence that any founda- 
tion movement has occurred or that 


any structure deficiencies in the pre-. 


stressed concrete seats or the mason- 
ry walls has occurred as a result of 
the flood. We do not believe that any 
repairs are necessary for that portion 
of the stadium prior to its usage. Re- 
pairs to the sidewalk as necessary 
should be evaluated and made after 
the demolition of the first section of 
concrete sidewalk is made." 

Doggett Brothers Construction in- 
spected the stadium and found some 
voids to exist. They recommended 


that a completely new slab of con- 
crete be poured on top of the exist- 
ing sidewalk. This will not only 
solve the problems of voids and 
cracks in the old walkway, but will 
improve the appearance of the walk- 
way by eliminating the cracks be- 
tween the sidewalk and the first row 
of seats. 

This construction is now being 
completed and Tiger Stadium will be 
safe and ready for the first home 
football game on September 14, 
1990, 

Also, all support buildings, in- 
cluding concessions, ticket boothes, 
and restrooms will be completed. 


Boaters asked to file a float plan

Rescuers help find lost and 
stranded boaters every year. Locally 
this has occurred several times in re- 
cent weeks. The work of law en- 
forcement officers, rescue squads, 
and volunteers is made much easier 
when they know where to look for a 
missing boat. Lt. Bob Huffaker of 
the Alabama Marine Police says a 
search and rescue teams are far more 
likely to rescue a boater in distress if 


the boater filed a float plan before he 
left shore. 

Float plans serve boaters just as 
flight plans serve aviators. They 
should include the boat's name, num- 
ber, length, type, color, power, crus- 
ing range and speed, plus the names 
and addresses of the boat operator 
and all passengers. The most impor- 
tant information on a float plan is the 
boater's destination, time of depar- 
ture, route and ume of planned re-

1990 Hurricane Season 
Is Critical Period 


How many storms are left for the 
1990 hurricane season? No one 
knows for sure, but it may be that 
the worst is yet to come. While hur- 
ricane season runs from June 
through November, historical data 
show that nearly 90 percent of the 
hurricanes striking the United States 
in this century made landfall be- 
tween August and November. 

Last year, the Adantic hurricane 
season produced seven hurricanes, 
all of which occurred during the crit- 
ical August-November period. Hurri- 
cane Hugo, the most costly hurricane 
in history, began as a cluster of thun- 
derstorms off the coast of Africa and 
attained hurricane status in the tropi- 
cal Atlantic Ocean on September 13. 
Hugo's path of devastation took it 
across the Leeward Islands, the Vir- 
gin Islands, Puerto Rico, and South 
and North Carolina. Hurricane Hugo 
made its final landfall on the South 
Carolina Coast on September 21 
with surface winds of 140 mph. To- 
tal damage estimates from Hugo are 
as high as $10 billion. 

Hurricanes can cause severe dam- 
age to property, but insurance can 
provide financial protection against 
storm losses. According to Federal 
Insurance Administration (FIA) offi- 
cials, most homeowner's policies 
contain coverage for wing damage, 
but flood damage, often the most de- 
structive element of a hurricane, is 
specifically excluded. Many proper- 
ty owners discover their homeown-

ers’ policies do not cover flood loss- 
es only after a storm has hit. A 
separate policy must be purchased 
for financial protection from flood- 
ing. 

Flood insurance can be purchased 
from any licensed property and casu- 
alty insurance agent. Policies are 
then processed through the federal 
government's NFIP or through one 
of the insurance companies who 
have signed arrangements with FIA, 
a part of the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency, to sell and ser- 
vice flood insurance under their own 
names. 

There is normally a five-day wait- 
ing period before flood insurance 
policies become effective, so they 
must be purchased before storm 
warnings are issued, 

Flood insurance coverage is avail- 
able in any of nearly 18,000 commu- 


‘ nities nationwide that have agreed to 


participate in the National Flood In- 
surance Program (NFIP), and it is 
not limited to those buildings in spe- 
cial flood hazard areas. In fact, the 
FIA officials say that about a third of 
flood claims paid have been for loss- 
es that occurred in areas identified as 
having only minimal to moderate 
flood risk.

In a recent cartoon, a little boy is 
trying earnestly to put a swing in his 
backyard.

The Elba Tigers will renew one 
of their youngest, but most hotly 
contested rivalries Friday night when 
they travel to Daleville to battle the 
4A Daleville Warhawks. 

The Tigers posted a 13-2 record 
and won the state Class 3A champi- 
mnship in '89 under Coach Mack 
Wood, while Daleville struggled to a 
2-8 record under first year head 
coach Perry Swindall. 

"Daleville always plays us tough 
and I can assure you that this year 
will be no different," warmed Elba's 
Coach Mack Wood. "They whipped 
us three years ago over there and last 
year gave played our socks off be- 
fore we were able to pull out a very 
hard-earned win. Daleville has a sol- 
id football program and will be 
ready to play when we get there Fri- 
day night." 

"Last year Daleville changed their 
offense the week we played it," said 
Wood, ;and since this is the first 
game of the season we really don't 
know what to expect. They have a 
talented quarterback returning in 
Brian Lucky, who hurt us both run- 
ning and passing last season, and 
they also have a trio of good running 
backs, Daleville hurt us last year 


throwing the football and we kind of 
look for them to put the ball in the 
air again and run misdirection plays.

"On defense Daleville ran some 
different looks at us last year and 
gave our blocking schemes prob- 
lems," said Wood, “They like to 
move folks around, bring a lot of 
folks up to the line to cause prob- 
lems and really get after the football. 
Daleville's defense is always hard to 
prepare for and I know they'll have 
something up their sleeves Friday 
night.” 

"For us to win Friday night we'll 
have to maintain drives on offense 
and play smart, but aggressive de- 
fense," stated Coach Wood. "We lost 
our entire backfield from a year ago 
and we now they'll bring everybody 
and challenge us, so, we'll have to 
maintain our composure and drive 
the football to keep them from gain- 
ing momentum. We have to run the 
football to win, they know it as well 
as we do, and that means our line- 
men will have to come off the foot- 
ball hard and our backs will have to 
run hard. We will pass to keep Dale- 
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ville off-balance; however, at Elba 
our strength has always been run- 
ning the football and we'll certainly 
try to use our ground game to con- 
irol the game." 

"Daleville will be wide-open of- 
fensively,” added Wood, “and we 
will have to be ready for a little bit 
of everything. In the past they have 
had success running right at us and 


throwing the medium range passes, 
and we think they'll do that again 
this year.

Back at tackle for the Tigers will 
be a pair of starters in Ronnie Ed- 
wards and Gary Gilbert. Edwards, a 
212-pound, senior, is the team's 
heart and soul on the field and plays 
with unlimited enthusiasm and de- 
sire on every play, while Gilbert 
(214) earned a starting spot a year 
ago as a sophomore and will be even 
better as a junior. 

Marvin Luckett was injured in the 
opening game of the season a year 
ago, but battled back to regain his 
starting defensive-end spot by the 
playoffs and the senior will play a 
big part in the defensive prowness.

After posting its best back-to- 
back seasons in Kinston football his- 
tory, the Bulldogs will begin the new 
decade with a new coach and new 
expectations. 

Mark Coale is the new head 
coach, replacing Trent Taylor, who 
guided the Bulldogs to consecutive 
trips to the 1A playoffs before mov- 
ing on to Straughn, the Bulldogs 
opening opponent this Friday night. 

The 1989 squad was a solid team 
in every aspect and was actually fa- 
vored to win its Area and a berth in 
the playoffs. Coale will strive to 
keep the momentum going with the 
same explosive offense and an im- 
proved defense. However, key losses 
at quarterback and linebacker will 
cloud the picture, as will a jump to 
the 2A ranks. 

The Bulldogs are returning two of 
the top backs in the Wiregrass in 
Chris Austin and Marcus Cook, but 
this season much of the optimism 
centers around the huge Bulldog of- 
fensive line, which averages well 
over 225-pounds per man. 

The line is expected to open holes 
in opposing defenses and even 
makes the new coach smile. 

Chris Austin, considered by many 
to be one of the state's best kept se- 
crets, rolled up over 1,200 yards a 
year ago in leading the Kinston of- 
fensive attack and the 5-10, 195- 
pound, tailback will be called upon 
once again to handle the bulk of the 
running for the ground oriented Bull- 
dog attack. 

Cook saw plenty of action a year 
ago and should combine with Austin 
to give Kinston a real 1-2 punch, 
while Jason Sullivan, the Dogs’ fast- 
est player, will mann the H-back 
post and will be a man the Bulldogs 
try to get the ball too as often as pos- 
sible. 

Spencer Cosby, a defensive back 
in '89, has inherited the quarterback- 
ing job, and while his inexperience 
will show early in the season, the 
skills of the youngster are evident 
and he will improve quickly. 

While the Bulldog defense will 
use an eight-man front and stunt to 
keep opposing offenses off-guard, 
the new coach has stated that not 
giving up the big plays will be a ma- 
jor factor in the success of the 90 
edition of the Bulldogs.

Kinston expects

Plagued by a nasty combination 
of injuries and inexperience that re- 
sulted in a lackluster 5-6 record a 
year ago, the Brantley Bulldogs ex- 
pect to make considerable improve- 
ment this year under new coach Ger- 
ry Pippins. The keys to Brantley's 
potential resurgence include a stable 
of quality running backs and a capa- 
ble offensive line. 

Producing the big play wasn't a 
major problem for the Dogs in '89, 
but the inability to maintain a drive 
was. That is where running backs 
like Victor Walker, Carl Smith and 
Ronald Rogers will help. All three 
have the skills to do big things for 
the Dogs and the trio could very well 
carry the key to offensive production 
this fall. 

Pat Horn will anchor a youthful 
line, but a line that is filled with po- 
tential, like Dwayne Blackmon, a 6- 
2, 225-pounder, with no experience, 
but a player that will be thrown into 
the line of fire due to a lack of expe- 
rienced linemen, 

The Brantley defense should be 
aggressive and attack the football, a 
combination that should pay divi- 
dends. However, with a small squad 
-it will also mean that the same 
players will have to play defense that 
worked on offense, and that means 
that often one side goes lacking. 

Brantley may be a long way from 
being the bullies of Crenshaw 
County like they were in the late 70's 
and early eighties, but as this year's 
team gains experience, the fans will 
find plenty to cheer about.

oiling Peanuts

When is a nut not a nut? When 
it's a peanut. Most people consider 
the peanut a member of the nut fami- 
ly, but actually it's a legume. 

Peanuts are exceptionally high in 
niacin and are important for other B 
vitamins. They contain calcium, 
iron, and phosphorus. Among vege- 
tables foods, the peanut rates high in 
protein content - it is about 26 per- 
cent protein. Fifteen medium pea- 
nuts supply about 150 calories; 1 cup 
supplies about 810 calories. It takes 


about | 1/2 pounds of peanuts in the 
shell to get | pound or 3 to 3 1/3 
cups shelled kernels. 

For best eating quality, peanuts 
need to be protected from air and 
moisture. Also, high temperatures 
may cause the fat in peanuts to be- 
come rancid. Keep peanuts in tightly 
closed moisture-vapor-resistant con- 
tainers in the refrigerator to retain 
their crispness and flavor. Or, they 
can be preserved by canning or 
freezing. 

Peanuts keep better in their shells, 
but shelled ones will keep fresh for 
several months stored in tightly 
closed containers. Unsalted peanuts 
keep better than salted ones, and 
roasted peanuts keep better than 
roasted ones. Whole peanuts become 
rancid less quickly than pieces. 

To freeze green peanuts in 
the shell: 

1. Select fully mature peanuts. 
Thoroughly clean them by washing 
with a mild detergent. Rinse them in 
clear water. 

2. Blanch peanuts into a wire bas- 
ket or colander to drain and cool. 

3. Pour peanuts into wire basket 
or colander to drain and cool. 

4. Package the drained peanuts in 
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BELL PEPPERS —

moisture-vapor-resistant freezer con- 
tainers. Label the packages with 
name and date. 

5. Keep them in the freezer to 
quick freeze. 

6. Keep peanuts stored at 0 de- 
grees F. or below. 

To freeze boiled peanuts in 
the shell: 

1, Select fully mature peanuts. 
Thoroughly clean them by washing 
with a mild detergent. Rinse them in 
clear water. 

2, Prepare a brine solution, using 
8 ounces of salt to 1 gallon of water. 
Bring the water to a boil and add 
peanuts, Cover the pot and boil for 
45 minutes or until the kernels are 
tender. 

3. Remove the peanuts from the 
brine, drain, and let them cool. 

4. Package the cooled peanuts in 
moisture-vapor-resistant freezer con- 
tainers. Label the packages with the 
name and date. 

5. Place them in the freezer to 
quick freeze. 

6. Keep peanuts stored at 0 de- 
grees F. or below. 

NOTE: Green peanuts may be 
partially cooked before freezing by 
boiling in brine for 30 minutes. Then 
cool both the peanuts and _ brine. 
Pack the partially cooked peanuts 
with the cooled brine in rigid mois- 
ture-vapor-resistant freezer contain- 
ers, leaving a 1/2-inch head space 
for expansion, Label the containers 
and freeze. When ready to use, re- 
move the containers from the freez- 
er. partially thaw the peanuts and 
brine, and boil for 15 minutes or un- 
til the kernels are tender.

Peanut Harvesting 

Peanut quality is becoming more 
important each year. High quality 
peanuts will mean more money to 
you as a farmer, and high quality 
peanuts is a necessary to provide a 
safe product for the consumer, 

Dirty peanuts can cut profits. 
Ninety percent of the foreign materi- 
al found in harvest peanuts is bought 
in by ten percent of the farmers, 

To help keep your peanut harvest- 
ing clean, follow these tips: 

1, Pay attention to the operator's 
manual and keep your combine 
properly adjusted. Remember to ad- 
just take-off speed, the fans, and the 
cylinder openings. 

2. Also, run the header at the right 
height. If you run it too low, you'll 
pick up excessive foreign material. 

3. Be sure to adjust your drying 
temperature so that it will dry pea- 
nuts and not bake them. 

Recycling 

You can help the solid waste 
problem by composting your leaves 
and grass clippings. The local land- 
fills are filling up very rapidly. 
Many tons of leaves, trash and grass 
clippings are carried to the landfill 
each year. These waste products 
could be recycled into good soil 
amendment. 

When leaves are burned or car- 
ried to the trash dump, the best 
source of organic matter for growing 
flowers, shrubs, and other ornamen- 
tal plants is destroyed. Why not 
build a bin? Then as the leaves begin 
the shed, you will be ready when it 
is needed. 

A bin 10 feet square and 6 feet 
deep is sufficient space to produce 2 
to 2 1/2 tons of well-rotten compost 
per year, provided the bin is kept 
filled. A good method to use in each 
filling bin is as follows: 

1, Place 10-12 inches of leaves in 
the bottom of the bin. 

2. Wet the leaves good with wa- 
ter. 

3. Cover with 1 inch soil. 

4. Sprinkle 4-5 pounds of 8-8-8, 
13-13-13, or other complete fertiliz- 
er over soil. 

Repeat these steps until the bin is 
full. Leave a depression in the center 
of the pile so rain water will soak 
down through the mass. A remova- 
ble board may be placed at the bot- 
tom of the bin so well-rotten materi- 
al can be removed from ‘the bin and 
fresh material can continue to be 
added to the top of the pile.

Now Is The Time To Check 


For Nematodes 

If your vegetables are stunted, off 
color, and not responding to fertiliz- 
er, nematodes could be the problem. 
Nematode injury usually occurs in 
localized areas within a field. 

If you suspect a nematode prob- 
lem, dig up a plant showing symp- 
toms with its roots intact. Gently 
shake or wash off the soil from the 
roots and examine them for lesions 
and galls. Rootknot nematodes, our 
most common and widespread nema- 
tode on vegetables in the county, can 
easily be recognized by the tumors 
or galls produced on the roots. Other 
important nematodes are not so easi- 
ly recognized. To be on the safe side 
have the soil analyzed for nema- 
todes. Nematode sample boxes can 
be picked up at your County Exten- 
sion Office in New Brockton. 
Bulbs 

September is a good month to 
prepare bulbs for later planting of 


spring-flowering bulbs. Prepare bulb ° 


beds by digging the soil at least 10 
inches deep. Work in five pounds of 
20 percent superOphosphate per 100 
square feet of bed space. Do not use 
a complete fertilizer at planting. 
Save complete fertilizer for applica- 
tion next spring after bulbs begin top 
growth. 

If you have not already ordered 
your bulbs, do so immediately. If 
you plan to buy at a local dealer, 
purchase bulbs as soon as they are 
placed on display. By doing this, you 
will be able to select fresh, plump 
bulbs that have not been dried out by 
indoor heat. 

Remember, tulip bulbs need to be 
cooled in the vegetable crisper of 
your refrigerator for 60 days before 
planting. 

Fertilizing Lawns 

September is the last month you 
should apply fertilizer to your lawn, 
especially nitrogen. Research shows 
that applying potassium this summer 
will help the plants survive the stress 
of winter. You can apply potassium 
in the form of murate of potash, and 
it should be applied at the rate of 1 
1/2 to 2 pounds per 1,000 square 
feet. 

If you want to apply some nitro- 
gen at this time also, you may want 
to use 15-0-15. Seven pounds of this 
formulations will give one pound of 
nitrogen and one pound of potash 
per 1,000 square feet. 


Peanut Harvest In Coffee County 
By Richard Petcher - Assistant County Agent 


Labor Day 

Labor Day - - that is exactly what 
it is for many of our peanut growers 
in Coffee County. I don't mean a pic- 
nic on the beach. I mean plow points 
in the peanut field. 

Of our 27,000 acres of peanuts in 
Coffee County we are now about 10 
percent being dug. All so the peanuts 
planted before April 24 are 130 days 
Or more in maturity, and quite a 
number of those fields are ready to 
be dug. 

many people are asking if the 
drought we had here speeded up or 
slowed down harvesting. Well, it did 
some of both.The early planted pea- 
nuts and those that got quite a bit of 
rain and then had already set peanuts 
matured rather quickly: when the 
drought came. In that case the 
drought did speed up maturity. Pea- 
nuts planted from May 1 on were 
still at a rather young stage when the 
drought came. The drought came 
during the flowering time and no 
peanuts were set, and now we have 
had a few showers, hopefully a few 
peanuts will be set. In that case the 
drought did slow down the maturity 
of those peanuts. 

Our harvest in Coffee County at 
this point looks rather dismal. I have 
seen some good fields of peanuts, 
and I have seen some heart-breaking 
crops. This is due to the weather, In 
most cases the farmer did everything 
correct, but without the adequate 
amount of rain the crops just didn't 
make. 

There is always a question as to 
when to apply that last Bravo spray. 
The general rule of thumb is to apply 
the last Bravo spray about 14 days 
before harvest. If there is a storm 
brewing down in the Gulf of Mexico 
and chances of us having a heavy 
rainfall are great, you would want to 
go ahead and spray your peanuts 
during those last 14 days before dig- 
ging. 

I have seen an overwhelming 
number of lesser cornstalk borers in 
just about every peanut field.This 
hot, dry weather is exactly what they 
like. They are multiplying and doing 
lot of damage to the peanut crop. At 
this stage of the it is too late to treat 
for lesser cornstalk borers, 

There is also a host of foliage 
feeding insects chewing on our pea- 
nuts, You want to check your peanut 
fields for these. The economic 
threshold now instead of 4-6 worms 
is about 7-8 worms per row foot or 
25 percent or more defoliation. Too 
much foliage loss will greatly affect 
the maturing process of peanuts. Just 
before digging your peanuts you 


would want to scout those fields for 
foliage feeding insects. The same in- 
sects that feed on the foliage hen you 
plow the peanuts and turn them up 
will start to feed on the small pegs, 
and they can mow off a lot of your 
peanuts in a little bit of time. The de- 
cision to spray for insects and even 
Bravo will depend on how much of a 
crop of peanuts you have. 

The hot temperature and dry 
weather are also very conductive to 
aflatoxin. Aflatoxin seems to spread 
on any peanuts that have been under 
Stress, and peanuts have certainly 
been under stress this year. There. is 
not a lot that a grower can do at this 
point to reduce aflatoxin other than 
pray for rain, With ouy concern for 
aflatoxin, it is very important that a 
grower dig his peanuts at the opti- 
mum digging time. It seems that pea- 
nuts dug too early or too late tend to 
have more aflatoxin than peanuts 
dug at the optimum maturity date. 
The other control measures are to 
clear out your wagons and then in 
drying to dry the whole load as uni- 
formly as possible. 

The southem runner of peanuts 
may be an answer in years to come 
with the aflatoxin than the florunner

Bill Dickinson’s turn as target for Democrats

WASHINGTON—Last 
year was Sonny Callahan’s 
turn, This year is Bill 
Dickinson’s turn as the 
Democrats’ targetin Alabama. 


Dickinson, the veteran 
Republican congressman from 
Montgomery, faces what 
could be his toughest chai- 
lenge since Billy Joe Camp 
scared him by pulling 49.6 per- 
cent of the vote in 1982, 


Faye Baggiano, former 
head of the Alabama Medicaid 
agency under two governors, 
has been active in Democratic 
campaigns for several years. 


"He’s been in Washington 
too long," Baggiano said of 
Dickinson, who was first 
elected when Barry Goldwater 
swept the Deep South as the 
1964 Republican presidential 
nominee. 

Dickinson is vulnerable on 
ethical questions, she main- 
tained ina telephone interview 
from her Montgomery office. 


Dickinson, ranking 
Republican on the House 
Armed Services Commiittee, 
has been questioned by the 
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House Ethics Committee 
about a one-third interest in an 
investment he accepted from a 
man whose company got $50 
million in defense contracts in 
two years. 

Not surprisingly, he 
opened his re-election bid call- 
ing for "a clean and fair cam- 
paign,” 

Callahan, the only other 
Alabama Republican in Con- 
gress, said Dickinson should 
win handily. 

"His ethical problems are 
going to be resolved," the 
Mobile lawmaker said. "I 
think the people of his district 
recognize that, in his position 
as ranking member of the 
Armed Services Committee, 
how extremely important it is 
for Bill to be there representing 
them when the largest industry 
in his district is the military 
bases that are located there. 

"Couple that with the 
mood of Congress to cut back 
on military bases and I certain- 
ly think the people of this dis: 
trict would recognize that 
Bill's position, based on his 
Seniority, is a very strong plus 
toward their continued opera- 
tions as they know them 
today." 


Dickinson, by the way, is 
a key person Callahan has 
turned to when funding for 
Mobile’s new homeport was in 
question. 

As for his own position, 
Cailahan said he is elated that 
he does not have to spend "the 
money nor the effort of an elec- 
tion process." 

"It’s almost like gaining an 
extra year of your life to be 
able to do the things as a family 
that an election year normally 
does not permit. Not only am 
I elated, but my family is just 
as elated and we look forward 
to spending some time 
together that, frankly, is much 
needed." 


He said he still intends to 
campaign and attend political 
functions, "but admittedly 
we'll be able to schedule out of 
convenience and not political 
necessity." 


Two years ago, John 
Tyson Jr., a Mobile lawyer, 
mounted what some political 
observers thought could be- 
come a serious challenge to 
Callahan. They figured Tyson 
would pull at least 45 percent 
of the vote, but when the tallies 
were counted, the challenger 


had barely 40 percent to 
Callahan’s 59 percent. 

Callahan said he hoped 
that his free ride this year 
reflects the pleasure of his con- 
Stituents with his responsive- 
ness, availability and voting 
record. 

Dickinson, in a telephone 
interview, said he is not 
surprised to find himself a tar- 
get of the Democrats, but also 
expressed confidence that the 
ethical questions would be 
resolved. 

"I’m going torunas hard a 
campaign as I have in the 
past—an enthusiastic and 
energetic campaign," he said. 

Asked about Baggiano’s 
charges that he is too tied to 
Special interests, the veteran 
lawmaker replied, "What are 
special interests? Crippled 
children—is that a special in- 
terest? I got a lot of special 
interests." 

Baggiano sees the special 
interests as big defense con- 
tractors. 

For instance, she said the 
Army wanted no more trucks 
from Oshkosh Truck Corp. 
Dickinson accepted a $2,000 
honorarium from Oshkosh, 
then played a key role in not 
only blocking the cut but ad- 
ding extra money for Oshkosh.

"Some people talked about 
it, but not one person came for- 
ward," Mrs. Edington said, 
"It’s sort of traditional that the 
Democrats have a hard time 
coming up with a candidate, 
It's so expensive (and) it’s 
very difficult to beat an incum- 
bent."

House gives approval 
for new construction 


WASHINGTON—Eleven 
new Second District military 
construction projects valued at 
$48.5 million have been ap- 
proved by the U.S. House of 
Representatives. 


"Given the monumental 
choices we face in defense 
with draw-downs and reduc- 
tions, I am pleased that 
Southeast Alabama has 
military bases that will remain 
essential to our force structure 
in the years ahead," Con- 
gressman Bill Dickinson said. 
"In fact, Second District 
military construction spending 
for next year (fiscal 1991) will 
more than double last year’s 
amount of $23.5 million.” 


Dickinson, the ranking 
Republican on the House 
Armed Services Committee, 
said the new base construction 
programs have survived House 
Military Installations and 
Facilities subcommittee 
passed the full House. These 
projects will now got to con- 
ference with the Senate in 
order to receive final approval. 

For fiscal 1991, Maxwell 
and Gunter Air Force bases are 
Slated to receive the lion’s 
share of the Second District’s 
thilitary construction funding.

. gave its seal of approval to a 
bill introduced by Con- 
gressman Bill Dickinson to re- 
store Col. North's 
well-deserved pension. The 
North pension bill is likely to 
be inserted into the new House 
defense bill—one step closer 
toward enactment into law. 

As most of you may 
remember, a great injustice 
was done to one of America’s 
best known heroes last year

government has no right to 
revoke his well-earned pen- 
sion. Under current law, it is 
unclear as to whether North’s 
retirement pay should have 
been terminated, Federal law 
dictates that a retired regular 
military officer, who is found 
guilty of destroying or falsify- 
ing government documents, 
must forfeit his office. Did 
Col. North hold an office, and 
if he did, would this mean that 
he should lose his $23,000-a- 
year pension? The Navy said 
yes, and discontinued his pen- 
sion. 

This decision is unfair be- 
cause it is discriminatory. 
Under current law, a convicted 
regular retired military officer 
can lose his pension, while 
convicted civilian government 
officials cannot. Any retired 
member of Congress, the 
Cabinet, an Executive branch 
employee, federal judge or 
even a retired reservist would 
not lose his or her pension if 
convicted of violating the 
same statue of which North 
was convicted. This legislation 
would bridge the gap by also 
removing retired regular of- 
ficers from this penalty. 

While Congressman 
Dickinson was. offering tes- 
timony on his pension bill, a 
federal appeals court in 
Washington, D.C., threw oul 
Col. North’s conviction’ of 
destroying and falsifying

government documents. This 
action could ultimately mean 
the restoration of North’s pen- 
sion. If that isn’t the case, itcan 
hopefully be accomplished 
through the passage of HR 
3595, In any case, equity dic- 
tates that we change existing 
federal law, so that it applies 
equally to everyone, including 
military retirees, who have 
legitimate rights to their pen- 


sions. 

Regardless of how one 
feels about Oliver North, the 
denial of his pension under this 
statute clearly illustrates the 
inconsistency in the law and 
should be remedied by Con- 
gress.

Bill would provide 
exemption for elderly 


Alabama’s U.S. Rep. Wil- 
liam L, "Bill" Dickinson has 
introduced a bill in the House 
that would exempt senior 
citizens from the Social 
Security Earnings Test, open- 
ing the door to the wit, wisdom 
and skills of those members of 
our society who have been 
pul—screaming and kick- 
ing—out to pasture. 

Dickinson points out that 
the penalties imposed on those 
retired persons, who want to 
work while collecting Social 
Security benefits, is virtually 
confiscatory. 

The law setting up the 
earnings test, passed some 50 
years ago, presents a cost to the 
retiree in taxes and penalties of 
50 percent, if the retiree 
chooses to continue working. 

"Clearly this law should 
not apply to our modern 
society where employment is 
up and the work force is in 
decline," Dickinson said. 

"Many seniors do not want 
to work, even though jobs are 
available, because of the unfair 
Social Security Earnings 
Test...seniors are an untapped 
resource of experience for 
employers, 

"A recent study concluded

budget deficit,” Dickinson 
said, "More tax revenues can 
be generated from a larger 
work force than through over- 
taxing a smaller group as we do 
now." 

It isn’t often that we find 
ourselves in agreement with 
our elected congressmen in 
either house, but this one 
makes sense to us.

Residents of several states, 
including Alabama, have 
recently seen these ads and 
have applied to the VA’s 
Philadelphia office. Over the 
past several years, this kind of 
false publicity has led to mil- 
lions of inquiries to the VA. 
The Veterans Administration 


isn’t sure who is placing these 
ads, which it says actually refer 
toa program that expired near- 
ly 40 years ago. 

The dividend payable to 
veterans based on insurance 
premiums paid during World 
War II was disbursed in 1950. 
It amounted to almost $3 bil- 
lion and was paid out to about 
16 million veterans. The only 
veterans the VA is paying right 
now are to veterans who have 
continued to keep their 
government life insurance in 
force. These dividends are 
payable on an annual basis, 
and they are normally dis- 
tributed on the anniversary of 
the date of the policy. 

It is unfortunate that some 
persist in promoting the hoax 
that these WWII dividends are 
still available.

Americans assaulted at the gas pumps 


The news of the Iraqi in- 
vasion of our oil-rich ally, 
Kuwait, had barely broken 
before Americans’ pocket- 
books were assaulted at the gas 
pumps. The public was jus- 
tifiably shocked by the haste 
with which big oil companies 
jacked up gasoline prices— 
sometimes as much as 16 cents 
per gallon. 

Not surprisingly, allega- 
tions of price gouging have 
been made, and Congressman 
Bill Dickinson is strongly sup- 
porting federal government ef- 
forts to investigate these 
opportunistic increases and 
prosecute any gas price 
gougers. The serious effect of 
unnecessary price increases is 
justification for the Ad- 
ministration’s tough line and 
Congressman Dickinson is 
prepared to introduce what- 
ever legislation is required to 
aid their effort. 

No one likes being taken 
advantage of, but that’s exactly 
how millions of Americans 
feel in the wake of Traqi ag- 
gression in the Persian Gulf 
and the threat of a correspond- 
ing reduction in U.S. oil im- 
ports. Most people feel the big 
oil companies moved too 


quickly in raising their 
gasoline prices—taking ad- 
vantage of an unwary public. 

According to the U.S. 
House Energy and Commerce 
Committee, every penny in- 
crease in the price of gas at the 
pump sustained over a year 
would reap $1 billion for the 
big oil companies. If you con- 
sider that gas prices have risen 
an average of 16 cents per gal- 
lon over much of the country, 
the big oil companies already 
must have made many millions 
of dollars in profits. 

The big oil companies 
would have us believe that they 
had to raise their prices in 
response to higher, unstable 
world prices for petroleum. 
Yet the federal government 
says there is already enough oil 
on hand to cover any immedi- 
ate shortages the Gulf crisis 
might bring. 

On Aug. 2, the very day 
that Iraqi troops crossed the 
Kuwaiti border, the U.S. 
Department of Energy issued a 
press release stating the U.S. 
petroleum supplies were ade- 
quate for the immediate future. 
"Uncertainties in the Middle 
East pose no immediate threat 
to the supply of petroleum 


products for American con- 


_sumers,” the release said. 


"Data compiled by the Energy 
Information Administration 
indicates that crude oil stocks 
in the United States are consid- 
erably above average, and in- 
deed stand at record levels." 

In the last week, the U.S. 
Department of Energy ex- 
pressed concern over rising 
gas prices while a special 
House Energy and Commerce 
Committee hearing found no 
justification for the higher 
prices. The U.S. Justice 
Department has also promised 
vigorous anti-trust prosecu- 
tion. If this is truly a case of 
price gouging by the big oil 
companies, then they should 
be held accountable fax their 
actions. 

In September, if the situa- 
tion warrants further action, 
Congressman Dickinson plans 
to introduce legislation to en- 
hance the federal govern- 
ment’s ability to monitor, 
investigate and prosecute gas 
price gougers. American con- 
sumers and the government 
will send a signal to the big oil 
companies that they cannot 
sacrifice our stable economy to 
satisfy their own greed.

The Coffee County Soil and Wa- 
ter Conservation District recently an- 
nounced a cost share program for 
1991. This is a continuation of a pro- 
gram that has been available for the 
past five years and has been an out- 
standing success. 

This year's signup will include 
the following practices: 

SOIL EROSION 

Winter Cover-Cost shares are 
provided on land that is erosion 
prone to provide seed to plant a 
small grain that will protect the soil 
during the winter months. The re- 
quirements are that it be planted on 
land that had a row crop on it during 
the summer of 1990. The cover can- 
not be harvested for grain. 

WATER QUALITY 

Manure Dry Stack Facility - 
Applications will be taken on these 
in conjunction with dead poultry 
composting. This facility would pro- 
vide for poultry manure storage as 
part of a complete waste manage- 
ment plan. This is basically a barn 
that will store the litter until it is 
needed as fertilizer or in the compos- 
ter. 

Dead Poultry Composting - 
This practice provides cost share for 
a barn with stalls in it to compost 
dead chickens from a poultry opera- 
tion, In this process, a layer of chick- 
en litter is layed down 6 inches deep, 
then a layer of peanut hulls two inch- 
es deep is placed on top of the litter, 
then the dead chickens are placed on 
top of the hulls. This same process is 
then repeated until the 10 feet wide 
by 6 feet high by 5 feet deep bin is 
filled up. This stays in the bin for ap- 
proximately 10-15 days and then is 
moved by frontend loader to another 
bin to stay for 15 more days. It is 
then ready to spread on the land. The 
project requires intense management 
but has proven to be successful. 

FORESTRY PRACTICES 

Forest Tree Plantation - Pro- 


vides cost share for planting pine 
trees, 

Site Preparation and Forest 
Tree Plantations - Provides cost 
share for mechanical or chemical 
site preparation to plant trees and on 
the actual planting of the trees. 

Forest Tree Stand Improve- 
ment - this practice provides cost 
shares to improve an existing stand 
of trees. 

The signup will be held beginning 
on September 4th and ending on 
September 14th. Applications will 
be taken at the local Conservation 
District Office in New Brockton be- 
tween the hours of 8:00 a.m. and 
4:00 p.m. 


Foshee pushes 
for tax break

State Senator Crum Foshee is 
drafting legislation which will allow 
Alabama citizens affected by last 
spring's floods in South Alabama to 
apply past income tax payments as 
credits toward future taxes. 

The legislation will be similar to 
current Federal tax laws which allow 
an individual to deduct payments 
that have been made during the pre- 
vious three years from future tax: lia- 
bility due to losses suffered in last 
spring's floods. 

Foshee hopes to have the legisla- 
tion approved during the next regu- 
lar session of the legislature which 
begins next April. 

"Hopefully this legislation will 
provide some relief to those taxpay- 
ers who have paid their way in the 
past and now need a helping hand to 
get back on their feet following last 
spring's disaster," Foshee said.

cy locating transmitter (ELT) in Pike 
County, a visual grid search for a 
downed aircraft in north Covington 
County, and a visual grid search for 
a missing aircraft in Geneva County. 

During the day, a simulated 
‘blood run’ for the Red Cross was 
conducted and also, the flying in of 
essential personnel was simulated 
when an aircraft was dispatched to 
Montgomery to pick up a media type 
person. 

Other participants in the drill con- 
sisted of units from the Elba Fire De- 
partment, Elba Rescue Squad, Elba 
Police Department, Coffee County 
Amateur Radio Operators, Coffee 
County Sheriffs Department, and 
the Coffee County Red Cross Chap- 
ter. 

Hatcher estimated that approxi- 
mately seventy-five individuals were 
involved in the Elba exercise. 

Facilities for base operation head- 
quarters were provided by the Elba 
Unit of the Alabama National Guard. 

Ground units of the CAP were 
also actively participating in the mis- 
sion. They were dispatched to the 
‘crash sites’ once they were located 
by the aerial search teams. 

Representatives from the United 
States Air Force were present to ob- 
serve and critique the operation. 
Missions of this nature, practice and 
the real thing, are funded by the 
USAF; however, local CAP Squad- 
ron practice missions are funded by 
themselves. Membership is com- 
posed of volunteers. 

DUAT was also an active partici- 
pant in Saturday's drill.. Who in the 
world is DUAT? - you ask. 


Well, it's not who, but what. 
DUAT stands for Direct User Ac- 
cess Terminal. 

Tom Barefoot of C.P. & R. Com- 
puter in Enterprise explained that 
this system, DUAT, is a direct tie to 
the flight service station in Washing- 
ton D.C, and that up-to-date weather 
information can be obtained within 
minutes. This can be very vital in a 
search and rescue mission Barefoot 
stated. 

The Direct User Access Terminal 
went on line in mid-February of this 
year and is available to any pilot 
medically certified by the Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA). 

Capt. Hatcher stated that with all 
of the different emergency personnel 
taking part in Saturdays drill, the 
CAP will become more aware of 
each of their capabilities and they in- 
turn will be made aware of the 
CAP's abilities in this and other 
types of disasters. 

The CAP served as a vital link to 
the ‘outside world’ during the recent 
flooding in Elba and other parts of 
Southeast Alabama last March, They 
flew numerous missions after they 
were notified of the need for their as- 
sistance. 3 

Members of the media present 
last Saturday were allowed to fly on 
the missions aboard CAP aircraft 
and experience what squadron. mem- 
bers experience during a mission. 
Folks, it ain't all fun! It gets bumpy 
at times - according to some of the 
media types - REAL BUMPY!!

New Brockton Rescue 
Squad needs manpower

Laymon Tindol not only serves 
on the New Brockton City Council, 
but he is also a volunteer member of 
the local rescue squad. 

"Our rescue squad is in trouble," 
said Tindol. "We have a terrible 
shortage of manpower with which to 
answer calls." 

"Presently the squad is not ade- 
quately manned to meet state EMS 
minimum standards," he continued, 
"and if something isn't done we will 
have to cease to operate - we don't 
want to have to do that!" 

With $40,000 plus worth of res- 
cue equipment all paid for, including 
the ambulance, the squad has the 
means with which to get the job 
done, but is lacking in manpower! 
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According to Tindol, the squad 
membership presently has dropped 
to approximately fourteen, but only 
about seven of these are active mem- 
bers and this is just not enough peo- 
ple to effectively run a rescue squad. 
The personnel are qualified - one is a 
paramedic, three are EMT 2's, and 
three are EMT 1's, but again, they 
don't all live in the immediate vicini- 
ty and they can't answer all the calls 
received. 

When Tindol was asked what he 
attributed the decline in membership 
to, his response was, "people just 
don't have the time and "some have 
simply burnt out!" 

Since its organization, approxi- 
mately eleven years ago, the squad
